Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance: 

The Applicant's arguments filed on 10/4/2010 with respect to claims 5, 7, and 8 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant's arguments are summarized as follows: 

1 , the Examiner uses a mosaic when arguing against the composition as defined in claim 5 of the present application. Mg and Mn do not 
present in the Fig. of US'359 together. 

2, The Examiner has apparently misunderstood the content of Fig. 10-13 for showing the range of Mn between 0.03wt% to 0.06wt% 
because only two samples of Mn namely 0.09wt% and 0.03wt% is present in Fig.10-13. 

In response, 

The Examiner disagrees with the Applicant's agurments. Regarding the argument 1, all the samples for the Fig. 2-4, 6, and 14 and Fig.10- 
13 of US'359 are AIMgSi alloy of the AA6000 series (Co.1, line 5 to Col.2, line 47 of US'359). It is not necessary to list all of the other 
elements to study one specific element's effect on the property of the alloy. Regarding the argument 2, The Examiner notes that Fig. 13 of 
US'359 clearly teaches Mn range from 0-0.09wt%, which covers the range 0.03 to 0.06wt%Mn.
